A free concert was also organized at the 
Casdi Cultura on Sunday night following his 
birthday by Johnny C roes o: the Rufo Wev- 
er Music School, ft featured a full program 
ot some ot the island’s most respected mu¬ 
sicians and vocalists performing several of 
Pad us most popular compositions. 

The event was attended by many of the 
composer’s tans, including Prime Minister 
Mike Eman and his wife. Pjrst Lady Doina. 
Though appearing frail and recuperating 
from a broken hip, Padu was there with his 
daughter, Vivien, to thoroughly enjoy the 
show and receive well wishes from all the 
audience. 



Juan Chabaya "Padu” Lampe is perhaps 
best known as the co-composer, with Rufo 
Wever, of Aruba’s national anthem "Aruba 
Du s b i Terra, ’ 1 - IC Sweet L an d Aruba. 1 ' Tb e s on g 
was not originally written to be the national 
anthem, and is a rhythmic waltz, a signature 
wo rk ot Padu. In the mid-seventies, when 
a committee was attempting to decide on 
a national song tor the island, the popular 
piece was the first that came to mind, with 
hearty approval of the local citizen ry, Good 
triend to Padu and another highly respect¬ 
ed musician and composer, Lio Book added 
a few couplets, and the anthem was intro¬ 
duced during a ceremony on Aruba's na¬ 
tional day March IS. 1976, along with the 
island’s own flag. 

Padu4 earned nis living as a representative 
ofALM, the Antillean airline, which allowed 
him to travel extensively. He was, however, 
very well known and appreciated for his 
music and piano playing, often performing

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Video shows S. Korea terry captain 
escape sinking ship 



SEOUL (AFP) - South Korea's 
coastguard Monday released a 
video showing the r roused ess 
captain of a sitikiiig ferry scram¬ 
bling to safety asliuiidreds re¬ 
mained napped inside — a move 
expected to intensify criticism 
oc the crew over the disaster, 

Tlie 10-minute video — tak¬ 
en by rescue officials and aired 
on the YTN news channel — 
shows 69-year-old captain Lee 
Joon-seok. wearing a sweater 
and underpants. hastily escaping 
from the bridge of the rifting 
ship bet ore it sank on April lb. 

All 15 of the surviving crew 
responsible for sailing the huge 
ferry are in custody facing 
cl targes including negligence 
and a band oiling passengers. 

Victims' families have bitterly 
criticised the official response 
to the disaster, saying delays in 
accessing the submerged ship 
may liave robbed any survivors 
of their last chance to make it 
out alive. 

The video attmcted caustic 
online comment. 

P lose cut ot s M on day ca r ri ed

Divei^s trying to search the wreck of 
the upturned Sewol, winch capsized with 
476 people on boa id. were frustrated for 
a tintd straight day by atrocious weather 
and dangerous conditions. 

Despite more than 60 hours of oper¬ 
ations since Friday by divers trying to 
penetrate the flooded interior, only two 
more bodies liave been recovered arid 113 
are still unaccounted for. 

The confirmed death toll from one of 
the country's worst ever maritime disas¬ 
ters stood Monday at 1S9. Most of the 
missing and dead were high school stu¬ 
dents. 

Strong currents have also worsened 
fears that bodies could drift free and be 


scattered. 

Nets have been thrown up in seas 
around the ferry, but no finds have yet 
been reported, 

Park Seung-Gi, a spokesman for the 
governments Joint Task Force which is 
co-oidinating actions, vowed Monday to 
redouble efforts to prevent bodies getting 
lost at sea. Special teams liave been set up 
to search underwater around the sunken 
vessel, as well on die sea surface, nearby 
islands and shores, he said. 

Another otfidal said China and Japan 
would be asked to contact South Korea 
if they find any unidentified bodies on 
thei r shores. 

In deeply Confudan South Korea, the 
propel burial of bodies — often in the de¬ 
ceased person s home town — is consid¬ 
ered a way co show respect for the dead 
and to allow their soul to rest in peace. 


Egypt court sentences 
683 to death including 
Brotherhood chief 


M1NYA (AFP) - An 
Egyptian court sentenced 
682 alleged Islamists and 
Muslim Brotherhood leader 
Mohamed Badie to death 
Monday, a lawyer and pros¬ 
ecutor said, after two brief 
sessions the detence partly 
boycotted. 

The same court m the 
southern province ot Mjnya 
also reversed 492 of 529 
death sentences it passed in 
March, commuting most of 
those to life in prison. 

The court, presided over 
by judge Said Yousset 
Sabry, bad sparked an 
international outcry with 
its initial sentencing last 
month amid an extensive

kill 17 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Rescuers on Monday hunt¬ 
ed for survivors of powerful 
tornadoes that killed at least 
17 people when they tipped 
through small towns in the 
southern and central Unit¬ 
ed Stares, with forecasters 
warning more were on the 
way 

Viol ent thunder and hail 
storms were also set to 
move through a lar^e swath 
of territory from Texas to 
Tennessee, forecasters said, 
a day after tornadoes tipped 
up homes. Hipped cars and 
uprooted trees. 

In one of the towns hard¬ 
est-hit — Vi Ionia, in Arkan¬ 
sas — emergency personnel 
intensified their search for 
survivors, as the arrival ol 
daylight allowed harrowed 
residents of the ^close-knit 
community their first look at 
the destruction. 

Vilonia police chief Brad 
McNew said the town of 
4,000 had been rendered un¬ 
recognizable. 

Tlirough the night, res¬ 
cuers used searchlights in 
blacked-out areas, sifting 
through mountains of nib¬ 
ble in the hopes of finding 
someone alive. 

The Arkansas Department 
of Emergency Management 
said 14 people had been killed 
in the state — an earlier fig¬ 
ure of 15 was revised as one 
victim was counted twice 



— while an official in Okla¬ 
homa state said there were 
at least two tornado victims 
there. 

Local media reported an¬ 
other fatality ill me state of 
Iowa. 

McNew said more would 
have been killed if not 
for emergency sirens that 
warned people the twister 
was about to hit. 

Vilonia was struck three 
years ago by a tornado that 
took almost the same path, 
but Sunday’s twister was "a 
lot worse than it was three 
years ago, McNew said, 

Twisters also devastated 
large sections ot the town 
of Mayflower, population

The gunmen travelling in a 4x4 vehicle at¬ 
tempted to stop the diplomat's car in the Had da 
district ot Sanaa, which is home to many em¬ 
bassies, the official said, adding that the diplomat 
was wounded as lie sped away. 

“Unknown people opened fire today in Sanaa 
at a vehicle belonging to the German embassy. 
The passengers are currently sate,' 1 a ministry 
spokesman said. 

ll The ministry of foreign affairs an d th e embas¬ 
sy in Sanaa are in close contact with concerned 
Yemeni authorities to attempt to solve the mat¬ 
ter diligently,” he added. 

Last October, a German embassy security guard 
was killed as he resisted a kidnapping attempt. 

Two Britons and a German were kidnapped in 
January and February respectively. 

Hundreds of people have been kidnapped in 
Yemen over the past 15 years, mostly by tribes¬ 
men who use them as bargaining chips in dis¬ 
putes with the government. 

Nearly all have later been freed unharmed. 

But in recent years there has been a growing 
number ot abductions by Al-Qaeda militants, 
several of whose hostages remain in captivity. 

Militants from the jinadist group hold captive 
Saudi diplomat Abdullah al-Khalidi, who was 
kidnapped from the southern city o f Ad en in 
March 2012. 
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US experts declare progress 
in search lor MERS 


treatment 

WASHINGTON (AFP) 

- LIS scientists say they 
have made progress to¬ 
ward develop! ng treat¬ 
ments for Middle East 
Respiratory Syndrome 
(MERS), after rite death 
toll from the newly 
emerged and oftett £ 1 - 
tal disease topped 100 in 
Saudi Arabia. 

There are currently 
no vaccines or and vital 
treatments for MERS, a 
severe respiratory disease 
with a mortality rate ot 
more than 40 percent that 
was hist reported in Saudi 
Arabia in 2012 and which 
experts are still 
to understand. 

But now scientists at 
the Dann-Farber Cancer 
Institute in Boston have 
id end bed natural human 
antibodies — proteins 
made by the immune sys¬ 
tem tliat recognize for¬ 
eign viruses and bacteria 

— against the virus that 
causes MERS. 

In laboratory studies re¬ 
ported in the Proceedings 
of the National Academy 
of Sciences (PNAS). a sci¬ 
entific journal, researchers 
found rhat these “neutral-

known as MERS CoV 
from attaching to pro¬ 
tein receptors that allow 
the virus to iulect human 
cells. 

Further experiments

MElft is considered a 
deadlier but less-trans¬ 
missible cousin of the 
SARS virus that erupted 
in Asia in 2003 and in¬ 
fected S.273 people, nine 
percent of whom died. 

The Worid Health Or¬ 
ganization announced 
Fast week that it Nad of¬ 


fered to send international 
experts to Saudi Arabia to 
investigate "any evolving 
risk*' associated with the 
transmission pattern of 
the vims. 

The UN agency said 
the recent duster of cas¬ 
es among health workers 
was a cause of concern as 
the virus had clearly been 
contracted from a human 
patient and not directly 
from an animal host. 


Cloning: Scientists make insulin-pro¬ 
ducing cells 



PARIS (AfP) - Scieiici sts 
said Monday they liad 
used cloning technology 
to make embryonic stem 
cells chat carry a diabet¬ 
ic woman’s genes, and 
turned them into insu¬ 
lin-producing beta cells 
that may one day cure her 
disease. 

The team repotted 
clearing an important 
hurdle in the quest to 
make "personalised stem 
cells” for use in disease 
therapy, but a bioethicist 
said die breakthrough 
also highlighted the need 
for better regulation of 
la b-grow 11 enib ryes. 

"We are now one step 
closer to being able to 
treat di a beti c pati etits 
with their own insu¬ 
lin-producing cells,” said 
Dieter EgU of the New 
York Stem Cell Founda¬ 
tion (NYSCF). who led 
the study published in the 
journal Nature. 

Fgli and a team had 
transplanted the nuclei of 
cells taken from the wom¬ 
ans skin into human eggs 
to create stem cells, which 
they could then coax into 


becoming beta cells — a 
shortage of which caus¬ 
es insulin deficiency and 
high blood-sugar in dia¬ 
betics. 

In doing so, the team 
confirmetf a potential¬ 
ly important source for 
future cell -replacement 
therapy. 

It was not the first study 
to create stem cells in this 
way but it was the first to 
use cells sourced from a 
diseased adult person with 
the aim ot producing 
therapy-specific cells, 

Insoo Hyun, a bioethi¬ 
cist from the Case West¬ 
ern Reserve Universi¬ 
ty’s school ot medicine 
ill Cleveland, Ohio said 
the research, the latest to 
produce embryonic stem 
cells that carry the ge¬ 
nomes of living people, 
raised red flags, 

Emb ryomi c stem cel l s 
— neutral primitive cells 
that can develop into 
most of the specialised 
tissue cells ot the body — 
are viewed as a potential 
source for rebuilding or¬ 
gans damaged by dfsease 
or accident. 


But they are controver¬ 
sial as until fairly recent¬ 
ly stem cells could only 
be obtained from human 
embryos. 

They can be grown in 
the lab by transferring the 
nucleus of a cell from tis¬ 
sue like the skin, which 
contains a person's DNA, 
into a human egg from 
which the nucleus lias 
been removed. 

The egg; is then given 
an electnca "k 1 '! se to stair 
dividing until it forms a 
bla stocyst, a hollow, ear- 
ly-stage embryo made up 
of about 150 cells with 
the DNA of the donor of 
the tissue cell.. 


Technically known as 
so matic-c el 1 mi c lear t ra n s- 
fer (SCNT), the technique 
is us ed for therapeutic re¬ 
search but is also the first 
step m cloning, and was 
used to create Do lly the 
sheep, 

SC NT is banned m 
many countries, 

For the new study, sci¬ 
entists in the United States 
and Israel said they made 
“technical improvements" 
— altering the chemi¬ 
cals used in the culture m 
which the cells are grown. 

The stem cells could in 
turn be coaxed into be¬ 
coming various different 
types ot adult cells — in¬ 
cluding beta cells, the team 
said. 

The beta cells produced 
in the study cannot yet be 
used in replacement thera¬ 
py, the team said.

LOS ANGELES ( AFP) - Wary sponsors began 
dropping their support for the Los Angeles 
Clipp ers an Monday as pressure mounted over 
racist remarks allegedly made by the owner at 
the NLA team. Donald Sterling, The National 
Basketball Association said it would make an 
announcement soon about the league's investi¬ 
gation ot Sterling, whose team is va lued at $57o 
million by Forbes magazine. The comments 
attributed to Sterling, heard in a record ingh rst 
made public by celebrity news website TMZ at 
the weekend, have set off a 
firestorm around the S0-year- 
old real estate tycoon. 

The players — in the mid¬ 
dle of a first-round playoff 
battle with the Golden State 
Warriors — staged a silent 
on-court protest on Sunday, 
and NBA luminaries have 
called for the league to take 
tough action against Sterling. 

Sterling’s estranged wife 
Rochelle upped the ante when 
she said Monday the voice in 
the rec o rd in g was t n d eed t h at 
of her husband.
